Testifying at an A. A. A hearing 
in Washington on the charge, Mc­ 
Coy said he was able to make a sat­ 
isfactory profit at 8 cents a quart 
and that increasing his price to ll 
cents, the price set by the agree- j 
ment, would drive him out of busi­ 
ness. 
"Seventy per cent of my custom- , 
ers said if milk is going up to ll 
cents a quart don t leave no more," 
McCoy said. 
He added 
that he 
obtained his 
milk from A H Hisser, a Washing­ 
ton county farmer, and paid him 14 
cents a gallon at the farm, a price 
satisfactory to Mr. Risner. 
Risser. a Mennonite wearing the 
black hat and austere garb of that 
sect, later took the stand and cor­ 
roborated the 
statement that tile 
price paid by McCoy wa; satisfac­ 
tory to him.

Just three days, but what stirring 
action was packed into them1 Deeds 
of heroism crowded every minute 
The actions of those soldiers will 
remain enshrined m the hearts of 
the American people until the heav- 
ens roll up as a scroll 
The union 


aimy under General George G 
Meade met the confederate army 
under General Robert E Lee 


"Herbert L Grimm, able Penn- 


sylvania publisher and Gettysburg 
resident, and Paul L Roy wrote a 
book entitled 'Human Interest Stor- 
ies of the Battles of Gettysburg' 
from which the Town Crier quotes 
the following paragraph 


" 'In the siege of Vera Cruz, 


March 9 to 29, 1847, Lee, a captain 
of engineers— and Meade, a brave 
first lieutenant in the same arm of 
the service, were closely associated 
in the technical operations of that 
strenuous month of peril and vic- 
tory, httle dreaming that in a little 
less than sixteen vears thence, they 
would stand pinnacled in history for 
all times as the leaders of opposing 


looking upon the spot from which 
President Lincoln delivered his fa- 
mous address. That, to my mind,

The Gettysburg 


national cemetery consists of sev-

on the field is the one erected by 
Pennsylvania 
Along the sides of 


its granite foundation are bronze 
plaques upon which are listed the 
names of all Pennsylvamans who 
participated m the battle. From 
this foundation rise four massive 
columns, at the base of which are 
bronze figures of distinguished offi- 
cers 
The columns support a mag- 


nificent dome stop of which, (also 
in bronze), is the majestic figure of 
a woman typifying the angel of 
liberty, her wand of peace 
up- 


raised, her skirts waving in the 
breeze and upon her face is a look 
of benign compassion through which 
a close observer can see a look of 
great 
determination 
For 
sheer 


beauty of execution, the North Car- 
olina monument, which was done by 
Gutzon Borglum, wins the Town 
Crier's orchids 
It is a bronze clus- 


ter of five men, who are shown in 
various attitudes 
Kneeling on the 


ground, his right arm in a sling, is 
a wounded officer who points the 
way to his men

musket in hand and slightly to the
